A  physician's  assistant  is  a  qualified 
ealth  practitioner  with  a  background  of 
cademic  and  clinical  experience.  Physi- 
ians'  assistants  work  dependently  un- 
ler  physicians  to  provide  medical  ser- 
ices  in  a  wide  range  of  conditions  and 
nvironments. 

The  education  process  of  physician's 
ssistants  is  comparable  to  the  training 
f  medical  students.  The  program  in- 


volves study  of  anatomy,  biochemistry, 
pharamacology,  physical  diagnosis, 
physiology,  and  usually  takes  twenty- 
four  months  to  complete. 

Many  of  the  Physician's  Assistant  pro- 
fessors are  also  involved  in  other  areas 
of  the  Allied  Health  Department.  Mary  Jo 
Davenport,  Mike  Moredock,  and  Lois 
Wolfgang  teach  in  the  Physician's  Assis- 
tant program  and  the  Physical  Therapy 
program.

In  the  spring  semester  of  the  1992-1993 
school-year,  Trevecca  entered  a  contest  with 
Belmont  University.  Each  school  was  racing  to 
discover  who  could  bring  in  the  most  pheresis 
donors  in  the  month  of  March. 

The  American  Red  Cross  Pheresis  Program  is 
one  in  which  volunteers  donate  platelets  and 
other  blood  products  for  leukemia,  cancer, 
transplant,  aplastic  anemia,  and  other  seriously 
ill  patients  whose  bodies  are  no  longer  capable 
of  producing  these  much-needed  blood  prod- 
ucts on  their  own. 

Platelets  are  the  component  of  the  blood  that 
produce  clotting  and  are  known  to  offset  some 
of  the  complications  that  arise  from  chemo- 
therapy. Platelets  from  donors  are  injected  into 
the  bodies  of  patients  until  their  bodies  are 
again  capable  of  producing  them. 

Trevecca  once  again  proved  her  willingness  to 
serve.  Despite  the  somewhat  frightful  two-hour 
process  in  which  three-fourths  of  the  blood  in 
the  donor's  body  is  circulated  from  one  arm, 
through  a  machine  which  removes  the  plate- 
lets, and  then  back  into  the  donor's  other  arm, 
Trevecca  students  participated  and  even  won 
the  contest.

The  Honors  Program  is  a  se- 
ries of  intensified  humanities 
and  science  courses  complet- 
ed in  the  first  two  years  of  en- 
rollment at  Trevecca,  This 
program  substitutes  for  the 
regular  humanities  and  sci- 
ence courses  in  the  general 
curriculum. 

The  program  is  divided  into 
four  semesters  and  taught  in 
historic  chronological  order.

The  1992  vollej^all  season  was  a  true 
success,  not  in  the  win/loss  percentage, 
but  in  the  establishment  of  a  foundation 
that  promises  to  help  in  creating  a  win- 
ning program.

After  suffering  through  seasons  of 
1991  and  1992,  the  Trevecca  baseball 
Trojans  have  resurfaced  to  a  position  of 
respect  in  riAIA  District  24  and  the 
TCAC.  During  the  previous  two  seasons, 
the  Trojans  only  managed  a  total  of  20 
v^ns.

Volume  number  69  of  the  1993  Trevecca  Fiazarene  College 
Darda,  was  printed  by  the  Josten's  Printing  and  Publishing  Compa- 
ny located  in  Clarksville,  Tennessee.  A  total  of  650  books  were 
printed  at  a  total  cost  of  over  $21,000.  The  cost  of  the  book  to 
students  is  covered  in  the  general  fee  which  the  student  pays  at  the 
beginning  of  each  semester.  Each  student  is  entitled  to  a  book  if 
they  have  attended  for  both  the  Fall  and  Spring  semesters  consecu- 
tively. If  a  student  has  attended  for  only  one  semester  the  cost  of 
the  book  is  $10  while  the  cost  to  the  faculty  and  staff  is  $15. 

This  9x12  book  features  a  firebrand  vinyl  embossed  cover  with 
gold  foil  stamping.  Parchment  endsheets  with  a  maroon  stamp 
opened  and  closed  the  book. 

The  thematic  statement  '  Charting  the  Course"  was  carried  out 
on  the  division  pages  and  the  folio  tabs.  The  length  of  the  publica- 
tion is  208  pages.  The  book  contains  24  color  pages  and  8  pages  of 
spot  color. 

The  typeface  used  as  Benguiat  Book.  The  picture  captions  were 
set  in  8  point  Benguiat,  and  the  body  copy  was  set  in  10  point 
Benguiat.  Most  headlines  were  set  in  60  point  Benguiat. 

Michael's  Photography  out  of  Smyrna,  Tennessee  shot  all  the 
faculty,  staff,  senior,  and  underclass  portraits.  The  staff  appreciates 
the  hard  work  of  Michael,  Chris,  and  all  the  others  at  the  studio.
